The evidtnco of tho Indian j^i'"^'**' 
shoW that he was passing the "defendant's 
house situate on Sa&nioh road on tho 
night of the 31st ult., whon Conley ;iskod 
hiia in and invited him to " take somo- 
thing." Witness went in nnd Conley pro- 
duced two bottles of rum and they hud 
several drinks. ]\Irs. Conley, who was in 
bod, awoko and complained tajjout-th^ In- 
dian being in tho'hiouso.' Words "ensued 
between her .and tho defendant and the 
Indian got up to leave. As lie w.-rs going 
out of tho door the defendant .struck him 
on tho head witli iv heavy, pieco of wnod 
and knocked him senseless. The witnus.s 
roineiiibered aomoouo taking him and 
throwing luni nut of tho house, but re- 
collected nothing elso until lie fouud hiiu- 
self at home the following lunrniug. 

■J. B. Matthews, M. H. 0. S., tL'.stilied 
that he examined the Indian and fouiul 
that he had received three cl6dn cut 
wouridH on tho head. They could have 
been intlicted b^' a heavy blunt instru- 
ment, but were not likely t.> have lieeii 
caused by falling fmni a lior-sc anil being 
dragged iilong the road. 

Officer Kirkup tcMtilieil to arroHtiug the 
defendant on a charge of supplying liipicu- 
to the'.Indiail. On his way to town tho 
dcfendnnl denied supplying ilu' liipior to 
the Indian, but ailuiilUMl assault iiu; him 
in his house. 

'ri'.o defendant was put in tlic box ami 
inade a long, rambling statomout to tlie 
eti'c'ct that ho met tho Indian in a way- 
side h()u.so and that ho (tliu Indian) had^^ 
horse helpnging to Dr. Tolmio. ;.Tho In* 
ilian, who was ton drunk to ride, mounted 
the horse and fell oil' and thus received 
the injuries t<i his head, lie (witness) 
took the Indian into his hou.se and be 
(thclndian) then had a bottle of rum in 
his possession and drank some of it in his 
house. Tho Indian remained at tho house 
all night and went lioiiio in the morning. 

Further evidence having been adduced 
Ilis Honor .said that he considered a clear 
case of assault had been proved, and fined 
the defendant .$"J0, oi- in ilcfaiilt 'J nionths' 
imprisonment.

A BYLAW 

'I'll .It/If /It/ Bylaw No. l,for the ProUciion 
of the Vitij aijaiiid Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend the Bylaw "For the I'rotcc- 
liou of the City against Fire, ' dated the 
third day of October, 180'J; 

Be IT THEiiiiFOKE F.-VAOTEii by the Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows: — 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the iiaid P.ylitw 
are hereby repealed. 

'2. The walls of all cliiiiinies shall not 
be less than f(>ur (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all joints being well tliisheil. 

:!. Allflues.slminH'!pargcttea(hnMij;liiuit; 
the coating shall not bo leas llian three- 
eightiis of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of diimneys shall be 
Hat-jointed with strong limo mortar im- 
mediately after the erection thereof. 

'u. No joists, bond timber, or wootl of 
any kind shall be allowed to enter or ri?st 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

G. The tops of all chimneys shall be at 
least four feet from iiny woodwork. 

7. If any chimnoy shall be deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it 
shall be lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order the same to bo taken down, 
and it .shall be the duty of the person 
owning the said chimney or occupying the 
house or premises whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after he sh.all have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any peivson guilty of any iii- 
frastioii of any of the provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magistrate or 
other .lustice of the Peace for the said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of tho Po- 
lice Magistrate or .lustice of the Po.tce 
convicting, a sum of iiionoy not e.'ccoudiiig 
1?J5 for each oU'euce, together witli the 
costs of [irosecution, tiiul in default of 
payment of any such fino, together with 
costs of prosecution, it shall be lawful for 
the Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting ."is aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tho ainoiiut 
of fine and costs by distress and sale of 
the offender's goods and clmttels. and in 
case no suflicient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall bo found, 
it shall be lawful for tho Police Magis- 
trate or J usticc of the Peace as aforesaid 
to commit tho oQ'endef to the Conimon 
Gaol for any period not .exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be road and con- 
strued with the Bylaw hereinbefore men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may be cited for all purposes as "The 
Bylaw to Amend tho Byhfw for the Pro- 
tection of tlie City a^iinst Fire."
